Why tho Clouds Float. ■ 
Clouds never rest still iu tho air ; thoy 
are at all times iu motion ; they are al- 
ways in the flOt'of being blown along by 
till) wind. When raindrops ■fall at the 
Rftmo time that a strong wind is blowing, 
even thoy aro observed to be carried a 
considerable distance along ; and if tho 
raindrops were lighter than they aro they 
would bo carried still further by the 
wind' before thej finally reached tho 
gi-oitnd. If, for instance, they were hol- 
low, air-filled balls, like balloons, m- 
stoad of being compact drops of li(iuid, 
thoy would assuredly drift upon the wind 
longdistnnec.s, and this, it will bo remem- 
bered, i2 precisely what eluud spherules 
are. They aro hollow balls, constituted 
of tho lightest and thinnest coiieoivable 
films, aud, therefore, possessing . ■very. 
lorgq jBVU'facea in 'propnrtioh to their 
weighi.'^ 'They ttrf Just m the condition 
wliich flits Ihom to bo seized and hurried 
along by tho drUting air currents, When 
clouds exist in really still air, their 
spherules do fall. It 1ms been ascar- 
taiued that aqueous mist, by falling 
through some 3,UUi) J'eet of air, cau ac- 
quire a, downward vtdocity of somtthing 
like fifty inehee per ai-cond. It would 
indeed fall witli tho headlong impetu- 
osity of a l.iiiden bullet or n atone but 
for the resistance which it enconntors in 
making ita way down among thu air par- 
ticles. When, thereiore, the air is itself 
moving, instead of being at rest, this re- 
Bistanoe to its descent becomes an actual 
cai-ryuig power. In all probability elec- 
trical force at times has .something to do 
witli thu su^pun^ion ot clouds. But the'e 
can be no doubt that, in tlio main, the 
re-sult is merely the efTeet of a median- 
ical ii.flaeuce— that it is a ease of di-ift 
rather tli.m buoyancy. The notable in- 
stauce.s in v.-liicu clouds ujipear to bo 
still are simply r11 ilJu.-,ioiis. In such 
cases the eloud is in tlu' proei's<( nf I.ii>incr 
dissolved away ivt ouo edgo as fast as it 
is dupoaited at tlio op2)Oaite one, and so 
it is the visible form only, and not the 
snb.itaaee, winch is still. Tlio table 
clotix wiiich frequently covers the top of 
Table moimtaiu, at tho Capo of Good 
Hope, is a cioiid of this eharaeter. The 
moist air from the soiuhoiu-.t is blown 
from the warm sea up tho slopes of the 
mountain, until it la high ennugh to de- 
po.sit it.s vapor as wliite mist, imd it then 
p.xs.sea over the fl.it summit of tho moun- 
tain, aud falls on tho ojipoaite side until 
it gets back into the lower and warmer 
region, wlu^re the white mi-it is again 
dissolved into transparent vapor. In 
mountainous countries it often happens 
that all the summita of tlie lofty mount- 
ains aro cloud-capjied, while the inter- 
Yoning spaces of the atmosphere aro 
cleuri The same explanation applies to 
this. The cloud is deposited wliero the 
nir is chilled by the close neighborhood 
of the suov.--covered unmniits, but it is 
dissolved as soon as it is drifted away 
clear of tlie mountain into tho warmer 
•strelehes of air. The white cloud caps 
are thus not stationary clouds, 'out fresh 
clouds continually formed, and as oon- 
tinunlly diKsipated as Uiey move from the 
place where each white cap is seen. —

The Snow .'^lan. 

The three last days of October, 1880, 
were exi^essively stormy ones in 
Htoi.'kholm, and on the 1st of 
November, when the tempest ceased, 
tlio city was deep in tho drifts. 
Passages had to bo cut through tho lesser 
streets, aud a few of the principal ones 
were a'cared out. The street boys 
amused themselves by builduig snow- 
men whf!rever they found room to set 
one up. 

On the night of the 2d of November a 
policeman found four young men build- 
ing a snow man in the open H))aee which 
had been cleared iu front of tho Gtian-, 
cellor's palace. They wore mantles and 
wei-e respeetably dressed. They seemed 
startled at his appeuranec, but went on 
with their work, piling the .snow up, 
beating it hard, and curving it with their 
walking-sticks into tlie quite symmetri- 
cal humbhiijce of a imin. Ho cracked a 
joke with them on their work and then 
continued hi.^ putroJ. 

Next moining the snow man in tho 
Chaueellorate uas tin topic of 

town talk, it vv;i by f.ir liaudsom- 
est and muni iit'o-^.^e one in t!ie city. 
Crowds ll.,eke.'i lo .--..e it ; its icy brow 
was covered ■.\ ;tu a wi oath of evergreens, 
and the natiouul d:-g u^^s thrust into its 
fruz n grasp. For a •-ve-.k its pO|.ularity 
coulimied. Tlieu it beeame necessary 
to remove it to clear the phiza. In dig- 
ging it down the laborers uncovered a 
dead body- -the body of a real miai — 
which had been entombed in this coun- 
terfeit of snow. 

The corpse w;is that of a victim of vi- 
olence. T'lie skiiil had been fi-.u-iiired 
by heavy blows, and the leaturea had 
been mutilated to pievout recognition. 
The body was naked, the clothes having 
evidently been removed to secure the 
same end which prompted the facial dia- 
ggurement. 

What Saved His Life. 

The way to stop tho flow of blood 
from a bad wound has been so often 
pointed out that it is best illustrated by 
an actual example. When people in- 
jured and bleeding are able to help 
themselves by so simple a process, they 
should certainly lovo t.heir lives well 
enough to do so. 

That Gen. Sickles is alive to-day is 
due only to his great presence of mind. 
When he fell on the field of Gettysburg, 
ho fidnted. Eecovoriug consciousness, 
but half-dazed, he found ho was com- 
pletely away from the hope of immedi- 
ate help, and that blood was gushing 
from hiii log in jots, showing that an ar- 
tery was severed. Painfully raising him- 
self uutU ho found his handkercliief, he 
tied it around tho wound in such a way 
08 to stop tho How, and, in order to se- 
cure additional tightness, ran his sword- 
handlo under the handkerchief, and 
with all his power twisted it around and 
held it so until the surgeon came on tho 
battle-field. Like most persons, ho had 
read directions of what was necessary 
to be done in such emergencies, but, 
unlike many persons, ho was cool and 
collected enough to put his reading into 
practice when the emergency came.

BYLAW 

TO AID THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A WOOL- 
LEN MILL IN THE OiTV OF VIOTORJAi 

WHEREAS IT IS DESIRABLE 
that a W oollen Mill for the manu- 
facture of blankets, flannels, «S:c., bo es- 
tablished in tho City of Victoria, and tho 
Corporation of tho said City aro desirous 
of a.ssisting tho establishment of such a 
manufactory by e.\eniption from taxatinn 
and by granting a sum of money to tho 
promoters of such object. 

And WHimKAs the estimated cost of 
erecting a Woollen Mill is §20,000. 

Be it TnEUEFi)an enacted hy tho Mayor 
'and'Counoil of the City of Victoria. 

1. That when and so soon as a Mill of 
the capacity of ten looms and eight hun- 
dred spindles shidl have been erected 
within tho City of Victori.i and fitted up 
with all tho necessary machinery and ap- 
pliances for the niaiiufactiiro of wool into 
yarn;!, blankets, ttc. , thoro shall bo paid 
to the owner of such mill out of tho ro- 
vcnuo of the said City the sum of $2500, 
and thenceforth the said mill, machinery 
and applianco.'i, and all materials manu- 
factured at the said iMiU shall bo exempt- 
ed from ta.xation by tho Municipal Coun- 
cil for a period of five-years.. I s 

2. That when the said Mill has been in 
operation for tho space of twelve mouths 
there shall bo paid to tho owner thereof 
tho further sum nf 82.600 out nf tho re- 
venue aforesaid; PuoviDED that such last 
nie.itiiined payment shall not bo niado if 
tho said Mill shall have been shut down 
or shall havo ceased to manufacture for a 
period of olL'ht weeks during thu preced- 
ing twelve ni'pnthfl. , 

3. That before any p.ayinent shall bo 
made under tins Ly-law tho proprietor of 
such mill shall enter into a bond with two 
suHiciont sureties to keep tho said, Woollen 
Mill ill good working order, and to manu- 
fiicturo wool into yarns, blankets, Ac, for 
a period of five years, and shall not, dur- 
ing such period, bo interested in any 
other Mill of a similar character, or for a 
similar purpose, within the Province of 
British Columbia, and shall not remove 
tho said Mill, or the machinery thereto 
appertaining, during tho said period. 

4. That no Chinaman, whether a Brit- 
ish subject or not, shall ho employed in 
the said Mill, and, if any such ho em- 
ployed, no monies shall bo paid to tho 
owner of such Mill under this By-law, 

5. This Bv-law may bo cited as tho 
" Woollen M'ill By-law, 1881."

The woolen mill Bubsitly 
regarded aa good as passed, 
no opposition to the principle of the 
measure although all may not be en- 
tirely pleased with its details. It would 
be bard to originate a project to wliicli 
"-i'' exception would be taken by somebody. 
' The' man who starts in life with tho 
object of pleasing everybody will cud 
in failure. The public man who is 
without enemies is not , worthy . tba 
snap of the finger. - We would not 
r^s^^aste a six-line paragraph on such a per 
•;r55->=^on. ; 'As' a rule it is the worst abused 
man who succeeds in politics and reaches 
the highest places. A man wiih snap 
and crack and "go" about him, who has 
■ decided convictions and is-not afraid to 
. express them is the one who Itavcs his 
■ '- impress upon- the world and lii.s 
memory lives after him. So it is with 
public enterprises. Objection ])iovokes 
discussion; and discussion is the seive 
through which a scheme pusses and 
from which it rarely eme-jes without 
being improved and strengthmied by 
th?;ordealff n iThf project of a woolen 
mill' has passed through tho solve of 
discussion. It has taken a long time 
" to bring tlie public mind to hear upon 
it. When iirst introduced in tlie local 
House it met, with lifrco op|)osition. 
The present tinanco uiininter was its 
•bitterest opponent VVnen he found 
.. that he could not beat a proposition for 
— —a.grant by. any other method he fell to 
decrying thu provincial wool for niauu 
facturing pur|)0se.s. IIo di'clured that 
wearable fabrics could not he iiuuK' 
from it; it was too coarse, too tine; loo 
hard,!- too 8ofc;-too Stringy, too brittle; 
• •' -''too dirty, too clean. Thus he rang his 
. disgraceful changes one dismal after- 
' noon, frightened away capital, forced 
wool growers to sell their produce at 
low rates to speculators for export, and 
discouraged the growth of the produc- 
tion, fifteen months ago the House 
• awoke to the importance of tho ques- 
tion and passed a resolution inatrticLlng 
the Government to bring down a sum 
in the estimates to provide a bonus for 
tne establishment of a woolen mill. 
. ,,Did they follow instructions ? Not a 
bit of it. 1 The influence of the 
finance minister was again para- 
mount in the executive, and the scheme 
was again defeated. But last session 
tho House took up the matter onco 
more. It passed another resolution 
of similar effect and forced tho govern- 
ment to reject the counsels of the (inance 
minister. Behold tho result 1 A pro- 
vincial subsidy of §5000, to which tho 
Municipality of "Victoria add $5000 
with free water and taxes for a term of 
years. Tho conib ned subsidy is an 
ample one. It represents more than 
one-half the capital required for the 
purchase of machinery and site and 
the erection of necessary buildings. It 
represents just so much cash in hand to 
any enterprising man with a small 
capital who may wish to take advan- 
tage of the favorable conditions which 
under the National Policy protect and 
foBtor manufactures throughout the 
Dominion. A profi t isassured and in spi te 
of the slanders of the finance minister 
it has been proved by test and experi- 
ence thatthe quality of British Columbia 
wool equals that of Eastern Oregon 
wool which is worth 32 cents in the 
, San Francisco market, whilst our pro- 
duct sejls here at 14 cents per pound 
because there exist no local means for 
working it up. It is true that the pro 
duct is not large; but it can he increased 
., - to an almost unlimited e.xtenl. Van 
couver and adjacent islands will furnish 
feeding grounds for thousands of shep[) 
who will find the choicest herbage 
on the hillsides and tops, while the 
Great Interior of the mainland pre- 
sents still greater facilities for the 
growth of wool. Tho bonus system is 
just the encouragement that is required 
to induce men who are not. ovcrbur- 
thenod with capital to engage in enter- 
prises of a productive and benelicial 
character. By the establishment of a 
woolen rail! at Victoria many ends will 
bo subserved: The wool g.-owfi" will 
get a higher figure for his wool. A 
largely extended area of wild land will 
be inimediattdy occupied. Einploynieni 
will he placed within reach of many 
hand.s that now liting >istle!i¥'ftnd .idle. 
Boys and girls will he instructed in a 
useful and remunerative trade. Houses 
that stand in need of occupants will 
be tenanted by operative-s. An in- 
creased value will \h' imparted to real 
estate. Victoria will spcfxlily lie- 
come a nianufaci uriuc as well as a 
commercial centre. And at least §300,- 
000 a year now sent abroad to buy 
woolen good.i will remain with ua to 
enrich the. population. Such are some 
of the objects we have sought to so 
cure in a warm advocacy for several 
years of schemes designed to add to the 
productive capabilities and, consequent- 
ly, the prosperity of the country at 
large. The only method by which this 
ppoplc can become prosperous is by en- 
couraging production. After many 
mistakes they are in the right groove 
. . at last and wo are confident they will 
remain .there until tho desired .goal 
shall have been reached. Let us "agree 
to disagree" on politics, on religion and 
bni imihdr topics; but let us all be united 
upon the one grand scheme that will 
■■ ■ be sure to bring unlimited prosperity.,

We oivo 
it to Irving and Paulding iii th'eir once 

famous literary connection known as 
"S.-dinagundi," the original publication 
of wdiich began in 1867. Why they 
bestowed the naiuo on New York is 
not so easy to say. It certainly cannot 
have been meant as a compliment. 
Gotham is tho name of a village in 
NnttinfflimnHhire, which for si.x cen- 
ceniurcs |iast has been reputed a nest of 
nincompoops. Three of its. wiso.i^ien, ac- 
cording to the ditty^ onco w,ent"^to sea 
in a boyyl and sundry others spent a 
good part of their valuable time in 
drowning eehs. When we see our mod- 
ern Gotliain sending representatives to 
Albany to keep tho streets tilthy and 
propagate disease, Irving and Paulding 
maybe almbst regarded as prophets. 
Still it is but fair to state that there is 
a legend which explains the reputation 
of Gotham without impugning the in- 
telligencoof its people. Tho story is 
that in tho reign of King John the 
Gothamites learning that the king meant 
to ])a.ss through their town to Notting- 
ham, and being under the delusion that 
any road over which a king passed 
would thereby become a royal highway 
sot to work and blocked his Majesty's 
[irogrcss. King John, with wiiom it 
was never safe to play tricks, sent cer- 
tain man at arms to make an end of 
Gotham. Hearing of this the villagers 
forthwith fell to pretending thiat they 
were all idiots. Some of them set about 
putting tlieir carts on the tops of their 
barii.s and others gathered around tlie 
public pond to drown eels. The men 
at arm.s, taking i)ity on the ])oor crea- 
tures, left them and reported their con- 
lditi,6n.- So' Gdtlrtini'.fesbaj^e'drbut the 
Gotham itioB became the lasting butt of 
England, like tho Abderitac in Thrace, 
the Bteotians in Greece and the Auver- 
trnats in Franco. ~V.. }'. ' World.

Mra. Uavib, for wliulii so inuch »y iiiiJiiLiiy 
has been excited in her most deplorable 
; condition,' is getting along satisfactorily. 
■ To-day, probably, the crisis of tho dis- 
ease will be reached, and should no un- 
favorable syniptomB supervene sho will 
likely recover. Her baby, of less than 
u week old, has still to run tho gauntlet 
of smallpox with what result remains to 
bo seeii. It is Hardly within the bounds 
•of probability that, oven if its mother 
• should puir through;- 'it c'Sii-oSoapa with its 
' life. ;- Ih tlie iheantiinc ivftthing is being 
done to relieve the imprisoned victims on 
board the ill-fated ship. Nearly 300 
Koiils are coopod-up in that small vessel 
(!.\pt'eed to contagion, without proj or 
food, without .sufiicient medical attend- 
ance, without any of • the^ cbmforts of 
quarantine stations, ' as ^ elsewhere. If 
tho authorities persist in thoir present 
inhuman course of action it will bo im- 
possible, short of a miracle, that the 
Henry Buck can get out of quarantine 
^^orjmonths to come; and in tlio interim 
. , ,8.cbres, perhaps hundred.-t, will inevitably 
become victims to smallpox. One of two 
' 'coiifses ovight' to bo adopted forthwith. 
Either send the ship away for our more 
humane American neighbors to care for, 
or land tho people on Canadian soil at 
whatever cost, and provide them witli all 
things necessary in their distressed con- 
: dition.', iTho Americaii Consiil'has beon 
. I applied to for/ help, but ihik ojDeor^(»tn do 
nothing in the matter because thd Domin- 
■jtin Government will not release tho vcs- 
'sel. Dr. Minor and Capt. Stod(ior, with 
commendable promptitude and humane 
,,j . feeling,, placedi the quarantine station at 
Point Wilsoji' at the disposal of the cap- 
tain, his passengers and crew; but for the 
iaiine reason the more than friendly offer 
■ of' the American authorities could not bo 
accepted. The question is being asked 
on all sides, are these people to bo sacri- 
ficed to parsimony, and carelessness ? 
One of the owners of tho quarantined 
barque is already in town, and the other 
is expected up from San Francisco shortly. 
No doubt these gentlemen will take ener- 
getic raeo-iures to relieve tho vessel;but in 
the meantime disastrous and fat.al results 
may^^cour.

Capt. Adams of this vessel is still in 
difhculty with his crew, some fouf-teen in 
number. They absolutely refuse to do 
duty and are to be brought up before tho 
Nanaimo magistrates' for-' thM olfenco; 
While in Esquimalt harbor' they were in 
a state of great insubordination, and a 
number of 'longshoremen had to be em- 
ployed to raise tho ship's anclKU's when 
the tug Alexander took her in tow for 
Departure Bay.

Francis, with tho report of Dr. Jackson 
(stating that the man died from natural 
causes) in his pocket, took down the do- 
positions of several of the crew, but found 
such a remarkable similarity, not only in 
tho charges brought against tho captain, 
but in the language nuulo use of by the 
sailors that he was obliged to come to tho 
conclusion that to a very groat e.>:Lont, at 
least, tho charges wore frivolous and the 
whole thing a conspiracy on tho part of 
the crew. As the men would not comply 
with the U. S. regulations in stiih cases, 
Mr. Francis advised them to leave the 
matter in abeyance till after tho arrival 
of the ship in San Francisco, ■when the 
whole thing wouldbe inquired into and jus- 
tice done them. Tho man who was sent to 
the marine hospital at Port T.o^ynsend, is 
in a pitiable condition with scurvy iu its 
worst form; showing that no attention has 
been [laid to hygienic regulations on board 
tho ship. In this respect there is but 
little doubt that the captain and olhcera 
are to blame. With charges and cuuntur 
charges tho trouble on board tho Detroit 
is likely to prove somewhat similar to tho 
bai'quo Signet difficulty which figured so 
largely in the B.astion street police court.
